IS MONA READY TO LAUGH ALOUD? 


Leonardo De Vinci's Famous Lady of Enigmatic Smile 
Reported Only Sneering at Wide-Mouthed Visitors as 
Original is Said Never to Have Been Recovered 


PARIS, Nov. 21. (Exclusive) — Ha- 
Mona Lisa's evasive smile, which has 
been intriguing art lovers for cen- 
turies, turned into a sneer? 

According to the startling charges 
of the Paris expert Emmenuel Bour- 
the tnacrutabie expression which 
fascinated thousands of tourists vis- 
iting the Louvre since the famous 
Leonaido Da Vinci masterpiece was 
recovered, merely masks a biatant 
smirk which should be interpreted ar 
“J am a fake and you ere too dumb 
to see it.” 

M. Bourcier, after a prolonged study 
of the picture, maintains, in fact, 
that the original never bes been re- 
turned to the Louvre gallery; that the 
mocking lady which is hanging tn the

Alhambra X-ray laboratory, the in- 
halator being in operation every min- 
ute during the trip.

ISMEMBERING CHINA | 
What was sagely predicted tn London 
nearly a year agc as to China has come to 
pass—the practical division of that great 
republic of 300,000,000 souls into two sepa- 
rate nations. The Cantonese officials, who 
now control nearly all of the southern half 
of China, have transferred their govern- 
mental headquarters to Wuchang, on the 
Yangtze River, 600 miles west of Shanghai 
and about the same distance south of Pe- 


Gen. Sun Fuan Chang, is a city of nearly 
2,000,000 population. The Cantonese are 
making Wuchang their capital to be fn a 
position to bid for foreign recognition as a 


separate government and also to apply for); 


foreign loans. But it is doubtful if they 
receive any recognition from the United 
States while they remain under Russian 
influence. This they realize well enough, 
and, therefore, are attempting to represent 
to the world that Moscow has no hand in 
their affairs. 

The northern militarists supporting Pe- 
king are fully as determined to hold to 
what remains of the country in thelg pos- 
session, and are strengthening their posi- 
tion in every way possible. Thus China is 
now under two regimes. No one can pre 
dict how long it will thus remain. It is 
possible that the provinces ruled by Sun 
Fuan Chang, the overlord of Shanghai, may 
fall completely under the influence of the 


|} Cantonese. They are partly under that in- 


fluence now, as the Shanghai hinterlands 
are shot through and through by insurgency. 
It is believed by some military experts 
that there is only one thing that will save 
Peking, and that is the taking over of the 
government there by some strong military 
leader like Chang Tso-Lin, the Manchurian 
war lord, with his doughty forces, the most 
warlike on the oriental mainland. 

But the London Telegraph says that 
Japan is trying bard to persuade Chang to 
remain in his own country and keep out 
of the mess, on the ground that he would 
run too great a risk by entering into the 
conflict to protect Peking. There would 
seem to be wisdom in Japan's advice. It 
is not a situation in which an ambitious 
local autocrat is trying to extend hig con- 
trol. The campaign of Gen. Chiang Kal 
Chek, the Cantonese leader, is as much a 
political as a military one. 
a wide national appeal, and has adherents 
all over the country, in Peking as well as 
Shanghai. It would take little more pres- 


of Chinese affairs to his powerful will. 
The attitude tu be taken by the powers in 
such an event is one that will have to be 
fully considered. It will call for close coa- 
ference and wise action. But it is not to he 
expected by the new government, should 
it gain full control, that the treaty rights 
of Europe and America in China are to be 
receded from in any particular.

PROMISING FIELD 
Substan.ial progress is being made by 


the United States in its trade with South 


America, according to a recent report hy 
the Department of Commerce. Although 
our exports to Europe have been declin- 
ing, our sales to the southern republics 
have gradually climbed until they are more 
than double in value those of five years 
ago. 

Argentina has long been our best South 
American customer, but this year she has 
far exceede.. her former records of im. 
ports from this country Since 1922 she 
has become a better customer by &5 per 
cent and at the rate she is sending in or- 
ders she soon will be doubling her Amer- 
ican imports of four years ago. The most 
extraordinary gain, however, is shown in 
Venezuela, where the United States sold 
more than four times as many goods, ac- 
cording to value, in 1925-26 as in 1921-22. 


“Everywhere in South America,” says 
the report “the steady improvement of 
economic conditions, coupled with better 
export policies among cur exporters, has 
multiplfed ths volume of our sales.” 

‘Shis 1s most encouraging, particularly 
to Califoinia, which has been sending 
great «goes of its products to South 
American ports. The people of the south- 
ern republics are great consumers of our 
canned and dried fruits and nuts. By the 
wise exploitation of this promising field 
Los Angeles shippers should be able to 
make further gains in their trade with that 
country. 

An end of the period of poor South 
American credit is seen in the stabilizing 
of the currency of several of these repub- 
lics, due largely to the fact that American 
capital to the extent of nearly $2,000,000,- 
000 has been invested in recent years. Re- 
ciprocal relations have been established. 
We are helping South America financially 
and in return are receiving a goodly part 
of her trade.

EW VISTAS OPENED 

Dr. Robert A. Millikan says that the 
historian of the future probably will estt- 
mate the thirty years ending with 1925 as 
the most extraordinary in the history of 
the world up to the present in the num- 
ber and fundamental character of the dis- 
coveries in physics to which they have 
given birth. The discoveries of Galileo and 
Newton were, Dr. Millikan says, “the cause 
of a very complete change in man’s whole 
intellectual and spiritual outlook—in his 
philosophy, his religion and his morals.” 

“Granting this to be the case, which few 
will dispute, what will be the effect of the 
discoveries made in the last three decades, 
so replete in important events in the fleld 
of physics? During this wonderful period 
certain lines of investigation have extended 
so far and have established such profound 
basic principles as to justify their recog- 
nition as new sections of physical science. 
Among these is electromagnetic radiation. 
Maxwell's theory of electromagnetic wave 
motions, verified by Hertz, was applied with 
great success by Marconi and others to 
wireless communication, 

Few discoveries stand out in their en- 
tirety as do those X-rays by Roentgen in 
1896, or radio-activity by Becquerel in the 
same year and of radium by the Curies in 
1898. But the recent discovery of cosmic 
rays of 100 times the potential force of 
X-rays may be classed in this category, and 
this discovery was made by Dr. Millikan, 
who also proved the theory of the elec- 
tronic structure of matter, 
Thompson, and actually succeeded in weigh- 
ing and measuring electrons, the last divis- 
ibility of the atom. These investigations, 
together with that of Dr. Coolidge with 
reference to the cathode ray, have opened 
the way for other highly important discov- 
eries for which the scientific world eager- 
ly waits. 

Then there is the revolutionary Einstein 
theory of relativity by which it its held 
that rays of light from the stars are de- 
flected as they pass the sun and that this 
condition has an important bearing upon 
cosmic attraction. Although this theory 
has been attacked by some scientists, par- 
ticularly by Dr. D. C. Miller, who succeed- 
ed at the Mt. Wilson Observatory in de 
tecting a definite ether drift not taken into 
account by Einstein, others believe his idea 
to be correct and that it completely upsets 
many old astronomical calculations. Al- 
most as revolutionary was the recent dis- 
covery by Michelson, the star measurer, of 
a much slower light speed than was for- 
merly recorded. 

New discoveries and new points of view 
are coming into modern physics. The 
opening of these new vistas may work as 


complete a change in man’s intellectual | of

“When one sees the way in which 
wealth-getting enters as an ideal 
into the very bone and marrow of 
our generation, one wonders 
whether the revival of the belief 
that poverty is a worthy religious 
ideal may not be the spiritual re- 
form which our time stands most 
in need of . . . It is certain 


| that the prevalent fear of poverty 


among the educated classes is the 
worst moral disease from which 
our civilization suffers.” 

Another wrote “Unselfishness” is 
not a Christian ideal, the Bishop of 
Birmingham notwithstanding. It ts 
a commandment and, therefore, not 
“Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself” binds all. 
Poverty, the selling and giving of 
all, is an ideal, and binds no one. 
A few heroes embrace it; and at 
present a troubled world turns a 
wistful eye to that great exemplar 
of poverty, St. Francis of Assisi, 
for a solution of its problems.” 

It was interesting, tremenduous- 
ly illuminating to read so many 
pleas for poverty as an ideal in our 
wealth-struggling age. We had 
come consider poverty some- 


Christian churches have not only 
long since ceased to preach it as an 
ideal, but the more successful ones 
among them have made money- 
raising a good deal of an ideal on 
their own account. More than half 
of many an hour’s service, osten- 
sibly devoted to “worship,” is given 
over to money-culling exhortations 
from the pulpits. 

Churches whose pastors are not 
also successful business men are 
pitied, they are something of a 


| failure. It has become as impor- 


tant for churches and pastors to 
become rich as for individuals. 

And there are no signs that “A 
troubled world turns a wistful eye 
to that great exemplar of poverty, 
St. Francis of Assisi.” 

And yet , . we do still wax 
caustically critical of some —= 

e 
suspect the form of evangelism 
that becomes too profitable. Yea. 
even when we ourselves are cray- 
ing wealth above alithings and 
rest confident in the assurance that 
riches could never blast our own 
hopes of salvation. 

We prefer to remember that 
“Abraham was very rich, in cattle 
and in silver and in gold,” and that 
God told him “arise and walk 


through the land in the length of 


it and the breadth of it, and | will 
give it to thee” even after there 
had been “strife” because of the 


riches of both Lot and Abraham. 


And that God permitted Solomon to 
be exceeding rich as well as ex- 
ceeding wise! And that through- 
out the Old Testament there is al- 
ways promise of riches for those 
that walk in righteousness. 
“Wealth and riches shall be in his 
house and his righteousness ‘en- 
dureth forever.” 

Would God let the righteous be- 
come wealthy, if wealth were a sin 
and & demoralization? 

And yet the New Testament has 
mInavy warnings against riches. St. 
Luke teems with them, “Woe unto 
ye that are rich for you have re- 
celved your consolation.” 

And there was the “certain 
ruler” to whom Jesus said “yet 
lackest thou one thing, sell all that 
thou hast and distribute unto the 
poor, thou shalt have treasure in 
heaven . . ” “And when he 
heard this he was very sorrowful, 
for he was very rich.” 

And again Mark tells us: “Jesus 
looked round about, and said unto 
his disciples ‘how hardly shall they 
that have riches enter into the 
Kingdom of God.’ It is easier for 
the camel to go through the eye of 
a needle than for a rich man to 
enter the Kingdom of God.” 

And yet, even in the Nev Testa- 
ment, wealth is a recognized de- 
sire. In that same chapter of St. 
Mark, Jesus himself promises 
wealth “now in this time” to those 
who forsake all for righteousness’ 
sake, But they must do the for- 
saking first, and then have “eternal 
life” in the world to come added 
as well. 

In this country so many of us 
have been very poor and know all 
about poverty. And so many of us 
have been rich or become rich, and 
so should know the dangers of 
riches too. Somehow we can only 
be sentimental about poverty aftar 
we have successfully left it behind 
us. And then never-to the point 
where we would voluntarily return 
tu it. When we are rich we some- 
how feel it is our duty to become 
richer. 

We are quite willing to break 
our hearts, our spirits, our hopes 
of heaven, by trying to become 
richer, where it would never oc 
cur to us to forsake all for right- 
eousness’ sake and trust to Chris- 
tianity’s promise to make us rich 
“now in this time.” I am afraid we 
don’t quite believe that our rich 
people won their riches fn that 
way. And it is not a point that our 
preachers are apt to harp upon 
either. We are a little afraid that 
Christ meant spiritua? riches and 
that perhaps we could not put the 
boys through college on those. 

All the same, the happiest souls 
amongst us are those*who really 
are not afraid of material pover- 
ty. There is an extraordinarily 
satisfying triumph in not caring 
specially about money, profit. 
grand clothes, jewelry, furniture, 
smart cars, stylish houses. The 
more we care about these things, 
the more S we acquire. 

That is one curious and arresting 
thing about Christianity. It does 
work whenever we really apply it. 
The soft word does turn away 
wrath. Bread cast upon the waters, 
via renunciation, does return to us.

The last of. the vacationiste are 
leaving and each incoming boat from 
America now is bringing its quota 
of winter visitors and returning mem- 


bers of the American colonies 
Practically all of America’s 
diplomatic representatives are back 
St their posts, after summer trips 
to the States, and this adds to the 
fest of entertainments. 

The Egyptian season, with its gor- 
geous gala dinners and dances in 
Cairo, its Nilc trips and desert pil- 
gtimages, has opened, but will not

The sacro-iliac joints (the joints 
between the pelvic bones and the

You may have what is known as a 
sprain of the joint. Occasionally the 
sprain may arise from long standing, 
lying or sitting. The very great back- 
aches experienced by those who have 
had a long operation and have been 
in anaesthesia, ng on a fiat table 
without sup under the lumbar 
region, are also probably due to this 
sacro-iliac sprain. | 

If any injury is severe enough to 
rupture the ligaments, then a chron- 
ic condition which has been called 
sacro-iliac relaxation, comes on. 
When this exists, the joint is un- 
steady and the patient may be in a 
constant condition of helplessness. 
A recent sprain is treated by rest 
in bed, and adhesive plaster strap- 
ping, reinforced by a canvas roller 
around the pelvis. This prevents the 
movement of the joint and the con- 
sequent pain. I- ‘"*+ chro . cases 
the joints have to be put in p' e 
by skill‘ul manipulation of the or- 
thopedic surgeon and then possibly 
a plaster of Paris cast used.

Repeat this with 
three or four straps and have the 
straps overlap.

You can leave this strapping on 
until you feel the part: are well— 
two weeks or more, in some cases.
